\serious shortage is in the appropriation 


of the police department. An increase 
of $300 in the salary of the chief, David 
A. Boulton, and a raise of $75 in the 
salary of Lieutenant Lyons are given 
as reasons for the condition of the 
finances of this department. There is 
$5884.32 left of the department appro- 
priation of $15,857.32. This provides 
nothing for the current expenses, with 
the exception of the payroll. None of 
the July expenses, beyond the payroll, 
have yet been made. 

But $4.19 is left of the $1000 appro- 
priation for the use of the tree warden 
and of the $3800 set aside for the ex- 
termination brown tail moths there 
is $832.18 remaining, barely enough to 
cover the cost of the work to be done 
during the fall months. 

The appropriation of $1128.40 for 
pensions will be exhausted by Oct, 1. 
There remains but $225.33 of the original 
amount, while the weekly pension pay- 
roll to bei met is $33.70. For the main- 
tenance of sewers $6500 was appropri- 
ated and of this amount there is but 
$1143.24 left to pay expenses for five 
months. 

None of the Bills for the month of

The highway appropriation 
for the year was $29,000, and already 
$16,450.17 has been paid out. This 
leaves a balance of $12,459.83, of which 
$9000 was appropriated for the purpose 
of rebuilding Arsenal street.

Various necessary homemade stores, 
which she knows by experience greatly 
simplify and lighten her labors on the 
days when she is overwhelmed ‘with 
work, says the Montreal Star. 

For instance, a day rarely passes when 
there are not foods to coat with crumbs 
for frying, and it-is wasteful and vexing 
to have to find stale bread and make 
bread crumbs constantly, instead of tak- 
ing what is necessary from the tin la- 
beled “dried white” or “brown” crumbs. 

Gravies and sauces have an aggravat- 
ing trick of lacking a tempting brown 
color just at the last moment. The un- 
ready cook snatches up an iron spoon, 
fils it with sugar, thrusts it into the 
fire, and, in order to obtain half a tea- 
.spoonful of caramel, ruins several spoons 
and renders kitchen, if not house, unbear- 
able with fumes of burnt sugar. 

Make a good supply of well-colored, 
thick caramel, and it will ‘keep for 
months and always be to hand. ‘The 
following stock items are most useful to 
keep in every kitchen, and are neither 
troublesome nor expensive to prepare: ,. 

Te make caramel for browning gravy, 
stews, ete., take half a pound of loaf 
sugar and half a pint of hot water. Use 
an old saucepan for this, as it does not 
improve the appearance of good ones. 
Put the sugar in a saacepan over a slow 
fire until it. melts, and @olors a dark 
brown. Then add the water slowly and 
. stir until the sugar has quite dissolved. 
Next let the carame] boil until it is as 
thick es treacle, “Strain into a bottle

White crumbs may be used for coat- 
ing articles to be fried, puddings, in fact, 
anything in which fresh white crumbs 
are used.

Rub ome stale white bread through 
a wire’sieve. Put the crumbs on a bak- 
ing tin in a very slow oven until they 
are dry and cfisp, turning them over 
constanti¢, otherwise they will brown 
and they should not_eolor in the least. 
Let them get quite cold, then put them 
in a tin with a tight-fitting lid, or in a 
wide-necked bottle. They will keep for 
months,*but if they are shut up in a tin 
before they are absolutely cold they will 
soon become mouldy. 

For Drowned crumbs keep all scraps of 
crust until there is a good quantity; cut 
off any black bits, and put the rest on a 
baking tin in the oven until they“are a 
bright golden brown all over and quite 
crisp. Then pound them in a mortar, or, 
if there is not one available, put them 
between two pieces of paper and crush 
them. with a rolling pin. Next pass 
them through a sieve—this insures them 
being all of one size. Put them in a tin 
with a tight-fitting lid. 

These crumbs are useful for shaking 
over boiled ham bacon, and can often 
be used for puddings instead of white 
crumbs, giving the mixture a richer ap- 
pearance, | 


BRAN FOR MATTING 


Instead of salt water some housewives 
use bran for cleaning matting. A bag of 
cheesecloth is filled with bran; this is 
moistened from timé to time, and the 
matting scrubbed with it. After the

W. M. Hughes, M. P., is acting 
prime minister of the commonwealth, 
and one of the ablest men in the federal 
Labor party, writes: 

“Australia, no doubt, was leayened 
largely by men who knew and loved 
Dickens, men who imbibed his hatred of 
shams and humbugs of all sorts, and 
who wanted freer and better conditions, 
who wanted to help the poor and to 
have some other place to look to than 
the workhouse. Dickens in this way 
did more than a little toward making 
Australian.democracy what it is.” 

This opinion is also shared by Mr. 
Deakin, the leader of the federal Liberal 
party, and Senator Barker. 

A paper which deals with the sale of 
Dickens’ works in Australia, says: 

“He sells steadily, continuously and 
permanently; and he sells among the 
native-born Australians quite as much as 
among the immigrant Englishmen. No 
edition of Burns or Scott can approach 
the hold that, for instance, the Lloyd’s or 
Everyman’s Library editions of Dickens 
have on Australian readers.” 

The Dickens Fellowship movement has 
a very firm footing throughout the 
commonwealth.

PAUGoIA NOW TRYING 
OIL FUEL IN ENGINE 
ON STATE HALLWAYS 


(Special to the Monitor) 


LONDON—The report that an internal 
combustion engine is now being used as 
an experiment on the Prussian state rail- 
ways has been received with much in- 
terest by railway officials in this country. 

Experiments have been carried out for 
some time in England in connection 
with the nse of oil as fuel for locomo- 
tives, notably on the Great Eastern rail- 
way, and those traveling on that line 
will have noticed those engines which 
have been especially adapted for the ex- 
periment. The system has, however, 
not yet been fully adopted. 

It appears that one of the main ob- 
jections to the use of oil is the great 
cost of the fuel, when compared with 
the price of coal in this country, and 
it is probable that were the price of oil 
to come down to that of coal the sys- 
tem might be further experimented with 
and perhaps ultimately adopted. 

From the passengers’ point of view 
the great advantage of oil fuel is the 
absence of smoke, and from the fire- 
man’s point Of view

£2,220,000 on the toal receipts or 4.9 per 
cent on the total capital. 

It is interesting to hear that the first 
class passenger contributes only £3,408,- 
000, the second class still less, viz, 
£2,127,000, while the third class pas- 
senger takes the place of being the chief 
source of revenue, his receipts amounting 
to the enormous figure of £32,935,000 of 
the total. 

The figures are the largest ever record- 
ed in regard to third class traffic. Those 
lof the first class show marked signs of 
ja recovery from a decline during the 
|years 1906 to 1900, when they remained 
' fairly stationary, up to 1910 when the 
rise was first manifested. 

The total number of passengers con- 
veyed reached the astonishing number 
of 1,243,739,000, showing an increase of 
41,648,000 on the previous year.

EDITORIAL 


Boston, Mass., Monday, August 21, 1911 


THE passing of the Parliament bill has 
brought the question of home rule for Ire- 
land within the region of practical politics. 
So long as the House of Lords existed with 
unimpaired authority home rule for Ireland 
was certain of rejection, no matter what 
support might have been found for it in the 
House of Commons. The passing of the 
Parliament bill has changed all this. The 
present Parliament has not vet concluded its 
first year. There is ample room for a home rule bill to be passed 
through the House of Commons the necessary number of times 
and to become law, without the assent of the House of Lords, before 
the next dissolution takes place. The great parliamentary battles 
of the immediate future will undoubtedly rage over such a home 
rule bill and a bill for the disestablishment of the Welsh church, 
and the coming sessions will probably witness struggles not less 
keen than that which has attended the passage of the Parliament 


bill.

Home Rule 


In these circumstances a movement has grown up, within the 
House of Commons itself, for the substitution of a federal home 
rule bill for an Irish home rule bill. 
a bill would do much to weaken the opposition of the Unionist 
party. If the imperial Parliament was to be retained at Westminster, 
while separate Parliaments for the transaction of purely local busi- 
ness were to be called into being in Edinburgh and Dublin and 
possibly in Cardiff or Carnarvon, the Unionist antipathy to the 
measure would, to some extent at least, be mitigated. Curiously 
enough, considerable opposition would come from within the party 
which is now supporting home rule for Ireland alone. The reasons 
tor this are simple. It is obvious, for instance, that the Irish party, 
having supported the passage of certain Liberal measures, such as 
the budget, to which it is opposed, on the full understanding that 
the support thus given was to be requited by the introduction 
of an Irish home rule bill, would rise in rebellion the instant it 
was proposed to delay the passage of such a bill, while the scheme 
for federal home rule was being drafted and matured. Another 
reason of which no secret is made by mapy advanced Liberals 
is based on pure deduction. The Liberal non-conformists, without 
the help of the Welsh and Scottish Liberals, believe that they would 
find themselves in a minority in a purely English House. They 
are, therefore, if not actually ,opposed to, at all events lukewarm 
in the support of a federal measure, the result being that they may 
be trusted to combine with the Nationalists 1n insisting on the adop- 
tion of a purely Irish measure. 

Theoretically, federal home rule is the ideal solution of the 
whole question. It would meet, at once, the anomaly of Irish mem- 
bers sitting to vote on the local affairs of Great Britain in a British 
Parliament, overcome largely the existing electoral discrepancies 
and at the same time remove the scandal of the congestion of 
parliamentary business. At present the purely local concerns of 
insignificant towns in various parts of the kingdom come before 
the imperial Parliament for ratification. The result is that great 
imperial questions, such as the national expenditure or the recent 
Parliament bill, are carried through the House by what is known 
as “kangaroo closure’ or closure by compartments, with the result 
that clauses of immense importance pass and enormous sums are 
voted without any discussion. The necessity in these circumstances 
for some measure of federal home rule which. while retaining what 
all parties agree are imperial interests in the hands of the imperial 
Parliament, will yet relegate purely local business to the divisions 
of the United Kingdom to which they belong has become so apparent 
that it is not strange that a party in its support should have sprung 
up at Westminster.

It HAS been a matter of positive knowledge 
in Congress as well as in the country at large 
from the very beginning of the special ses- 
sion that no legislation bearing upon the 
tariff, other than that relating to the Can- 
adian_ reciprocity agreement, would be 
approved by the Presidémt. And the reason 
for his opposition to such legislation has been 
clear to everybody who has followed his 
course during the last year and a half. He 
committed himself repeatedly to tariff revision before the extra 
session was called. In speeches and public papers he maintained 
that the tariff had not been in past years, and could not be in 
the years to come, framed with proper regard for the business of 
the country and for commercial ethics under the partizan political 
systein of dealing with the schedules. 

His attitude in this regard has simply been reflective of the 
intelligent thought of the nation. ‘The tariff has been revised and 
tinkered at intervals during the last forty years, and always with 
special regard for the political advantage of one or other of the 
great parties. The probable ultimate effect of changes in the sched- 
ules upon politicians and their prospects, individually or collectively, 
has influenced and regulated the point of view. The tariff has been 
revised to strengthen partizan interests in one part of the country, 
to weaken them in another. Manipulation of the schedules, it was 
discovered at an early day, if skilfully done, could work wonders 
in determining results at the polls. It mattered not whether tam- 
pering with duties supposed to be stable unsettled industry and trade; 
what mattered was that this party or the other needed votes. 


The country had grown tired of this, even before Mr. Taft 
became President. When he became President and announced him- 
self in favor of a tariff commission the country congratulated itself 
that a change from partizan to business methods in. dealing with 
this great question was at length in sight. Congress, however, was 
not ready to accept the new protess, and the proceedings of the 
extra session. show that politicians still cling tenaciously to the idea 
that the tariff issue is a partizan convenience. For months the 
business of the country has been unsettled because of threatened

sent. 


tariff legislation. There has really been no hope of getting measures 
of revision past the President, but there has been, as the politicians 
have viewed it, the need of making records that might be useful 
in the campaign of 1912. 

As a matter of fact, it is doubtful if the tariff agitation of 
the last few months has raised either party in public esteem. If 
it has served any useful purpose, it has been that of confirming the 
thinking people of the nation in the thought that the public welfare 
demands the removal of the tariff question out of the domain of 
practical politics. It has become plain that there is far more selt- 
ishness than patriotism at the bottom of tariff legislation, and that 
there can be no permanent relief from incessant agitation of the 
tariff question while it remains a political issue and a partizan 
shuttlecock.

Mayor FirzGERALD of Boston, home from 
a tour of Europe that has been utilized in 
study of city government and social organ- 
ization, has begun to contrast conditions 
found there with those he faces on returning 
to Boston. On the debit side of the account 
he places the failure of the metropolitan 
park commission to make the Charles river 
basin accessible to the masses and used by 
them as similar opportunities for sport and 
recreation are in lands where he has recently been touring. The 
mayor need not have gone so far afield for his illustration. The 
park reservations of Boston near the sea, under the control of 
the same board, do not lack for appreciation or use by the people. 

Their failure to take advantage of the new fresh water basin 
seems largely a matter of inertia. Of its being a marked addition 
to the scenic and pictorial wealth of the city there is no question. 
Artists have registered their appreciation. Lovers of sky and cloud 
walk along the boulevards which line the banks. But boating is 
not common, partly because facilities are not complete or cheap, 
but more so because the notion of thus using the river has not 
yet become general. 

There is much to be said, both from a scenic and a prudential 
standpoint, for the plan of creating an island in the basin, to be 
used as a site for public bimldings of a noteworthy type and size 
and also for a recreation center. On the upper stretches of the 
basin there should be better facilities for bathing and boating. The 
parks that now line the lower waters were made for the people 
of Cambridgeport and of Boston’s North and West ends to use 
to the full, and not as lawns for the few to gaze out upon from 
beacon-street windows. 

Americans, taking them at large, have yet to master the art 
of recreation. The theory of providing places where people, pent 
up with toil or herded in congested quarters, can loaf, play and 
live in the open and enjoy needed exercise at moderate cost is 
one that gains ground; and towns and cities are taxing themselves 
heavily to provide playgrounds, baths and the like. But the average 
American has yet to learn how to take advantage, either singly 
or with his family, of the provision that is being made for his 
welfare. Even in his play he is intense, individualistic, restless and 
dificult to impress with an ideal that is not practical. Family 
expeditions are infrequent. The near-by good is passed by for 
the distant bad. Success or failure in fun too often is measured by 
its pecuniary cost, when the rule is the more extravagant the better.

| Labor P e€ace | 
in the 
British Isles 


THIs morning the striking railroad men 6f 
the United Kingdom returned to work. 
Their demand had been for higher wages, 
shorter hours and recognition of their unions. 
This demand has not been conceded, but 
something far more important has been 
agreed to by both parties to the controversy. 
That is, the employing corporations and the 
employees have consented to submit all the 
questions at issue to a commission of mquiry 
created by the government, with assurances that the findings of this 
body shall be accepted. While it is not true, in a general sense, 
that the strikers have gained a great victory over the corporations, 
it is a fact that the latter. through the force of public opimion, have 
been compelled to agree to a plan of settlement which should insure 
to the employees of the railroads better terms in the future. 

Industrial Britain as a whole achieves‘a tremendous victory in 
the acceptance by labor and capital of the arbitration principle. The 
truce established is one honorable to both sides and it was no difficult 
matter for the railroad companies and their workers to resume their 
old relations this morning without misgivings. The government has 
brought about a situation that is free from the stings of either 
triumph or defeat. But of it must come a better understanding 
and a more lasting Xing and country alike appreciate the 
splendid work performed by the Asquith government in bringing 
about a reconciliation that permits of a thorough investigation, 
rational discussion, and a mutually satisfactory settlement. 

It is significant of the influence of good intentions, when reen- 
forced with common sense and energetic action, that the dock strike 
at Liverpool gives promise now of coming to a speedy end. There 
is a prospect, indeed, that the strikers will have returned to their 
work by Wednesday. The action of the government in intervening 
in behalf of industrial peace must have the effect of inspiring labor 
in general with greater confidence; assurance of hearings in the 
future that will bring its complaints and demands before the bar 
of public opinion is a very long step im the direction of settlements

DEFINITIVE, inclusive editions of authors’ 
works are not, so often as formerly, posthu- 
mous. Pressure from without, from pub- 
lisher and trom public, leads men to give 
consent to propositions that writers of an 
earlier period of literature—one more modest 
in its self-estimate—would have repelled. 
The consequence is that writers of fiction, 
and, less frequently, poets now 
have to sit themselves down, re-read their 
own works, decide what to retain and what to reject, and then furnish 
a history, in terms of self-consciousness, of the conception, birth and 
growth of their thought-children. Mrs. Humphry Ward is now 
engaged in this process, so are Thomas Hardy and W. D. Howells; 
and in this connection one cannot except Henry James, whose 
prefaces to the recent complete edition of his works, like Bernard 
Shaw's, have a biographical quality that frequently makes them 
more attractive than the more formal creations of his art. 

How carefully authors as a rule preserve all that they have written 
and how trequently they refresh their memories by perusal of their 
earlier books is not a matter easy to generalize about. . Often, of 
course, there is no more certain way of incurring the enmity of an 
author than to remind him or her that in days of immaturity and 
wild revolt a book went torth bearing a name which he or she would 
now give much to have absent from the title-page. There was a 
time when it was easier than it 1s now to let such unloved waifs 
become obscure, and die if they would. But works of reference, 
inclusive libraries, full bibliographies and the contemporary zest for 
publicity, all these are modern methods of preserving everything that 
comes trom the press. 

Nor is this all. Time was when an author was not so sorely 
tempted as he is now to make merchandise of his juvenile “pot- 
boilers,” following success with a work written in mature years. To 
name several clever British essayists and writers of fiction who have 
recently fallen victims to this lure of competing publishers would not 
be a difheult task. [oo much apprentice work of A. C. Benson, 
Arnold Bennett and Gilbert Chesterton has flooded the market, with 
as well as without their consent. 


An Author 
and 
His Books 
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SAVING of something like $9,000,000 a year 
in the transportation of the mails by railroad 
is certainly an object. Many things can be 
done toward the improvement of the service 
in other directions by the employment of || 
this money. It might serve an excellent |; 
purpose, for instance, if distributed as 
rewards or bonuses among the specially || 
deserving employees of the railway mail || 
service. But perhaps the first thing to be ~ 
thought of is the fact that such a saving ts possible. If it is possible 
it follows logically that the government is now, and probably has 
been for some time, paying out unnecessarily the vast sum of 
$9,000,000 annually in connection with the carriage of mail matter. 

The railroads have for years been carrying the mails according 
to weight, estimated by tests made at various times with the view 
of finding an average. To say the least, the method has been loose. 
The postmaster-general now proposes to upset this system and to 
inaugurate one in its place under the operation of which the gov- 
ernment will pay the railroads according to the car space occupied 
by the mail service, a rate which will assure them a clear profit on 
the business of 6 per cent per annum. 

Under this arrangement the carrying corporations will not 
make as much from the government as they do now, but they will 
make all they are legitimately entitled to. This is getting things 
down to a fair business basis. The government is hardly justified 
in paying the railroads annually $9,000,000 more than they earn. 
A demand is being made for many postal improvements, and its 
reasonableness is not disputed. The improvements, however, are 
postponed for lack of the necessary financial means. It is possible 
that 1f $9,000,000 can be saved in one quarter there are opportu- 
nities for making large savings in other quarters. Apparently what 
is needed still in the postoffice department is closer management 
and greater economy, especially sinee this seems to be one of the 
main roads to enlarged efficiency. 
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
